BEIJING MEETING MARKS ATATURK CENTENARY

noon to mark the centenary of the birth of Mustafa Kemal Ataturk, renowned revo- 
lutionary and founder of the Republic of Turkey. Kemal is known in China as a 
great democratic revolutionary, the equal of China's Sun Yat-sen. 


UNESCO, in a recent resolution, proclaimed 198] as the year of Ataturk. | 


Chu Tunan, vice president of the Chinese People's Association for Friendship 
With Foreign Countries, said today's meeting was to “express our respect and 
kind remembrance for Kemal, the father of the Turkish Republic." 


He said the Turkish revolution led by Kemal "served as great encouragement to the 
Chinese people, who were engaged in revolutionary struggle, and to the people of 
other colonial and semi-colonial countries in their struggle for national libera- 
tion.” 


He said both China and Turkey belong to the Third World. “In the past we shared 
similar suffering. Today we are confronted with the common task of safeguarding 
world peace and building our own countries. In this common struggle we are con- 
fident the Chinese and Turkish people will develop friendship, strengthen coopera- 
tion and support each other in achieving new victories.” 


Turkish Ambassador to China Necdet Tezel recounted the contributions Kemal made 
to Turkey's national independence and social progress. 


Zhu Kerou, associate research fellow of the Institute of World History under the 
Academy of Social Sciences, gave a detailed account of Kemal's life. 


Among those attending was Turkish Minister of Commerce Kemal Canturk. 


At the end of the meeting, a Turkish documentary film, Ataturk, and a Chinese 
feature film were shown.

[Text] Brussels, May 12 (XINHUA)--Japan's promise to limit its car exports to 
the United States in the next three years has touched off strong reactions in 
Europe. 


The Commission of the European Economic Community (EEC) issued a statement 
immediately afver this was made known, urging the United States and Japan "to 
take into full account the interests of Europe." Many European car manufacturers 
called for a similar agreement with Japan. 


Over the past years, European car manufacturers have been worried about the 
influx of Japanese cars. What makes the matter worse is that since last year, 
Europe's car industry has been hit not only by economic stagnation but also by 
higher oil prices. Many car manufacturers strongly advocated curbing car imports 
from Japan. 


However, the European countries have not reached a unified stance on the ie. 
Some countries put a ceiling on car imports from Japan, others impose higher 
taxes and still others simply continue an open policy. 


The Japanese-American agreement has made the West European countries feel more 
urgently than ever the need to limit car imports from Japan; they fear that Japan 
would make up for the losses from shrinking sales in the U.S. market at the 
expense of Western Europe. 


The auto industry has been a motive force behind the rapid post-war economic 
development of Western Europe. In the decade from 1963 to 1973, Western Europe's 
car sales registered a yearly increase of 6.5 per cent and hit an all-time high 
of 11.5 million cars in 1979, leading all other countries in the world. 


But the boom did not last long and the car industry has begun to decline by a big 
margin since last summer. In the case of Britain, production dropped by 17 per 
cent in the whole of last year, while in West Germany it dropped 8.4 per cent 
and in France 7.5 per cent. 
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Car sales of various European countries have also shrinked as a result of declin- 
ing purchasing power, however, Japan's car exports to Europe in the same period 
have increased by 30 per cent to an all-time high of 740,000 wits. Japanese 
cars shared 7 per cent of the European markets in 1979. The figure rose to 10,3 
per cent in 1980, 


Since che beginning of last year, there have been no signs of a picking up of 
Europe's car production, while Japan keeps on sending more and more cars to 
Europe. 


In the first quarter of this year, Japan exported to the EEC countries 240,000 
cars, 18 per cent more than the same period of last year. Japanese cars are 
selling well in West Germany. In the first quarter of this year the share of the 
Japanese cars in the West German market was 48.6 per cent more than in the same 
period of last year. 


In face of the influx of Japanese cars, West European car manufacturers have 
repeatedly demanded that Japan make compromise and voluntarily place restrictions 
on its car experts. But, Japan has not budged. 


Madame Simone Veil, president of the European Parliament of the EEC, warned Japan 
on April 29 while visiting Tokyo that Europe had to take action against the 
innudation of Japanese products. She even threatened to end free trade with 
Japan. 


The European Parliament and the EEC's Commission have also requested Japan to 
restrict its car exports to Western Europe. Their foreign ministers will fur- 
ther coordinate their position on the matter at a meeting scheduled for May 18 
in preparation for negotiations with Japan.

the "all-purpose balm" were a uselese thing and the ideological-political 

cadres useless material. ‘his is most unfair. 


The party's cause is the people's cause. Only when the broad masses fully 
understand its great significance and clarify their goal of struggle will they 
take conscious action, form a tremendous force and create dazzling achieve- 
ments. The responsibility of the ideological-political workers is to propa- 
gandize the revolutionary truths and the party's policies to the masses, rally, 
mobilize and organize them, and unite them under the party's banner to struggle 
for the common goal. Whether in the period of the democratic revolution or in 
that of the socialist construction, our varty relies on vigorous ideological- 
political work to rally and organize the masses of all strata, surmount all 
kinds of difficulties and tortuosities, overcome enemies at home and abroad, 
and win victories one after another. We only need to review our history to 
find that we have no reason to abandon ideological-political work, and even 
less reason to feel embarrassed for performing such work. Lenin once highly 
affirmed the role of the ideological-political worker: Without the military 
commissar (i.e., political commissar), we would have nv ked Army. In terms of 
today, we may say that, without a large group of skillful ideological-political 
work talents, we will have no socialist modernization. Therefore, each and 
every ideological-political cadre must feel the importance of his responsibi- 
lity and the honor of his work. 


Comparing the ideological-political cadres to the "all-purpose balm" is not 
appropriate. While the cheap and convenient "all-purpose balm" has many 
uses, it is only for such minor ailments and calamities as common colds, head- 
ache and mosquito and insect bites, but the ideological-political workers 
shoulder the great mission of administering the party and the state. The 








diftterence between the two is like heaven and earth. Conscientiously speaking, 
ideological-political work 1s not something easily accomplished. While not 
directly creating material wealth like scientific research and technical work. 
ideological-political work is an indispensable guarantee for all other items otf 
work. As stated by Marx, while the weapon of criticism cannot replace criti- 
ciem by weapon and material force can only be destreyed by material force, 
theory, once mastered by the masses, will also turn into a material force. 

Even ideological-political work itself is also a science ‘Jithout extensive 
knowledge, relatively high theoretical level, rich experience and superior 
technique, it cannot be performed proficiently. Some pcople compare the ideo- 
logical-political worker to "an engineer molding man's soul." It is an apt 
comparison. Our party in the past trained and tempered a large group of skil’- 
ful ideological-political workers, but superior talents in this field are still 
too few. 


The fact that some people despise ideological-political workers is not a defect 
of ideological-political work itself, but a result of the destruction suffered 
by it. For a long time, due to the erroneous "“leftwing" ideological influence, 
some people were accustomed to solving the ideological issues within the people 
by "taking the class struggle as the key link," thereby greatly lowering the 
prestige of ideological-political work. People feel that ideological-political 
workers specialize in launching movements and punishing people and that, since 
movements are no longer launched, ideological-political work is now unessential. 
We are now at a great historical turning point. To build our ccuntry into a 
modern socialist power with a high degree of material civilization and a high 
degree of spiritual civilization, we must have powerfui ideological-political 
work adapted to the need of the era. Therefore, while we must, on the one 
hand, improve our understanding of ideological-political work, we must, on the 
other hand, cast off the “leftwing" fetters aad develop the superior tradition 
of the party's ideological-political work, activate the positivity of the 
masses inside and outside the party, and fully develop their intelligence and 
talents. These constitute the sacred functions of each and every ideological- 
political cadre. As long as we adhere to the party's lines and policies, deve- 
lop the spirit of seeking the truth from the facts and apply the scientific 
work method, it is completely feasible for us to perform ideological-political 
work successfully. According to an ancient saying, "the peach and plum trees 
say nothing, but a path forms naturally below them." The quality of ideolo- 
gical-political work depends not on hollow words, but on our ideological-poli- 
tical cadres who concretely perform their work and sincerely help the masses 
solve their practical problems.

UPHOLD PARTY DISCIPLINE, IMPROVE PARTY STYLE

In addition to the 33 members of the Discipline Inspection Committee, the meet- 
ing was attended by the full-time secretaries or assistant secretaries of the 
discipline inspection committees of the vai ious prefectural and municipal party 
committees under the direct jurisdiction of the provincial party committee and 
the responsible comrades of the discipline inspection committees and groups of 
the various departments and bureaus under the direct jurisdiction of the pro- 
vince and of the North China Oil Field. 


Comrade Jin Ming [6855 2494], first secretary of the provincial party commit- 
tee, made a statement. He emphatically pointed out that we must reinforce the 
organizational and disciplinary essences of the party, observe the four basic 
principles, adhere to the party's political and ideological lines, improve its 
style and uphold its discipline. They are not only crucial to the party's 
further economic readjustment and further political stabilization, but are 
linked with the life or death of the party. He demanded that the party commit- 
tees and the committees for inspection of discipline of all levels conscien- 
tiously study and implement the spirit of the third full session of the Commis- 
sion for Inspection of Discipline, that the leading adres of the party commit- 
tees of all levele take the lead to improve the party style, that they streng- 
then the leadership and make scheduled examinations of the condition of the 
party style, and that they vigorously support the work on inspection of disci- 
pline so that the discipline inspection committees will produce a greater 
effect in improving the party style and enforcing the party discipline. 


The meeting found that our province made apparent achievements in the work on 
inspection of discipline in the past. The inspection structures of the various 


levels were gradually created and mace sound, large amounte of work were dove 
in implementing che "Guiding Principles," investigating and handling cases and 
aolving the ieasues left down in history, the party style made an apparent 
improvement and a healthy aGposphere prevailed more and more, 


The meeting studied and decided on the focal points of the party's discipline 
inspection work for this year, Currently, the unhealthy tendency in the part / 
in manifested mainly in three aspects, The first aspect aeerns upholding 

the four basic principles and implementing the party's lines and policies, ihe 
meeting pointed out that some comrades, influenced by the “leftwing"” ideology, 
feel doubtful of the party's Lines and policies formulated since the Third 
Plenary Session and have even adopted the attitude of double-dealing and paying 
lip service only, and that a very small minority resiets and opposes the four 
basic principles. In regard to this situation, we must distinguish the issues 
of understanding and of standpoint. Where it is an issue of understanding, we 
must render guidance and education and refrain from exaggerated criticisma and 
indiscriminate labeling. Where it involves violations of che provisions of the 
party discipline and the "Guiding Principles," we must criticize and curb the 
practice. As for individuals who openly resist the lines and policies formu- 
lated since the Third Plenary Sessior and oppose the four basic principles, we 
must take the necessery disciplinary measures. We must reinforce discipline 
and demand that the party members follow the principle of "the individual obey- 
ing the organization, the minority obeying the majority, the lower level obey- 
ing the higher level, and the party obeying the Party Central Committee." The 
second aspect involves the unhealthy trends in the economic realm. Some com- 
rades are half-hearted over the Party Central Committee's readjustment policy. 
Others practice departmentalism, refusing to return what shoul? be returned or 
to put in what should be put in. While cutting down capital construction 
expenses, they add items not included in the plans, thereby duplicating the 
projects and creating new wastes. Taking advantage of the discontinuance of 
certain capital construction projects and the closing of certain industries, 
some people engage in cheating, unauthorized distribution and theft of state 
assets. Others violate the financial and economic dis-iplines and the commo- 
dity price policy, intercept the payment of ta. and profits, indiscriminately 


issue bonuses, and raise prices without authorization. The discipline inspec- 
tion committees of the various levels must familiarize themselves with the si- 
tuation and earnestly investigate, rectify and handle the matters. The third 
aspect calls for the continued resistance and rectification of special privi- 
leges. 


The meeting emphatically pointed out that, in upholding the party discipline 
and improving the party style, we must place the main direction and principal 
target at the practical problems and devote our main energy on investigating 
and handling the issues occurring after the promulgation of the "Guiding Prin- 
ciples.” Only by so doing will we mobilize the broadest force to combat the 
unhealthy trends and evil practices. To rectify the unhealthy trends, we must, 


first of all, possess a revolutionary spirit of fearlessness. . long as an 
issue has been ascertained, we must have the courage to grasp, investigate and 
handle it. As stated by Comrade Huang Kecheng [7806 0344 6134], since the 


party assigns us to the post of the discipline inspection committee, we must 
shoulder the responsibility and perform our duties properly, giving no thought 











to our personal interest, Naturally, itn case of serious resistance, the party 
committee of the same level and the discipline inapection committee of the 
higher level must render prompt aid for ite solution, and support the disci- 
pline inapeetion committee of the lower level. In addition to the courage to 
investigate, we must aleo have the skill. This calle for expert intensive 
investigation ard study, clarifying the conditions, distinguishing the right 
and wrong, and .ppropriately handling and solving the issues. We must seek 
the truth from the facts in all practical, as well as historical, issues. We 
must have perseverance and indomitability, advancing in spite of the difficul- 
ties and guarding againat becoming discouraged the moment rebuffs are encoun- 
tered, being overcautious and fearing to struggl@- When handling issues and 
enforcing party discipline, we must pay attention to purging the “leftwing" 
ideological influence. We must act according to policies and make our facts 
irrefutable, our decisions accurate, our procedures complete and our handling 
appropriate, We must be careful in handling people, alwaye leaving 4 margin 
and consulting the party concerned on the relevant information and opinions of 
handling. When criticizing by circulars or in newspapers, we must have a sense 
of propriety and refrain from regarding the probleme of individuals or of a 
very small minority as the genera sitation. Meanwhile, we must give atten-

RESPONSIBLLITLES OF A PARTY BRANCH COMMITTEE DESCKIBED

[Text] The party branch secretary is in charge of all work aspects of the party 
branch. His duties are to convene and preside at party branch committee meetings 
and party branch membership meetings and to study and implement the resolutions and 
directives from higher levels; to understand the ideological conditions inside and 
outside the Party and carry out ideological-political work; to inspect the implemen- 
tation of the branch committee's resolutious and work plans and make its work reports 
to parcy branch membership meetings and upper-level party committees; and to organize 
effective research and study piograms for party branch committee members so as to 
bring the roles of every committee member into full play. 


The party branch deputy secretary assists the secretary in hie work. In the absence 
of the party branch secretary, the deputy secretary is in charge of the day-to-day 
work of the party branch. 


The party branch committee organizes the members to take charge of keeping abreast 

of the organizational conditions of the party branch and in implementing ideological- 
political work among party branch members; inspects the conditions of the party 
branch members’ involvement in organizational activities and their observance of 
discipline, maintains a namelist of active individuals and is responsible for the 
work of fostering and checking up on them. It handles procedures for party member- 
ship admissio:. and for probationary members to become full members, the transfer of 
the registration of an individual's Party membership from one unit to another and the 
on schedule collection of Party membership dues. 


The party branch committee informs the members to be responsible for understanding 
and grasping the ideological conditions inside and outside the Party. Based c~ the 
work assignments of each period, it propagates the Party's line, principles, p. icies 
and situation tasks, carries out ideological-political work, provides suggestions on 
how to better educate Party branch members, organizes their studies and arranges Party 
lectures. It also provides guidance to the masses in engaging in such things as 
scientific, cultural and physical education activities. 


Other members of the party branch should also have a clear understanding of the range 
ol their responsibilities in accordance with actual conditions.

further readjusting the economy and for bringing about greater political stability. | 
But we must also underetand that incorrect assessment by some comrades of the line | 
set by the Third Plenary Session of the lith Party Central Committee, with calle 
for upholding the four basic principles, and the guidelines of the Central Work 

Conference, has led them to pit the former against the latter. They simply blame 

the party's principles and policies for some problems in our work and for certain 

unhealthy trends in society before making any conscientious efforte to analyze 

them. Consequently, in implementing the party's line, principles and policies, 

they either demonstrate a manner of hesitation and vacillation or take a passive 

and apathetic attitude. Although this situation results from many factors, it is 

important to note that they all have something to do with the “leftist" ideology. 

As long as the “leftist” trash existe in our minds, we will naturally find it 

difficult to distinguish right from wrong, and will view truth as fallacy and the 

“leftist” trash as truth; in the course of deliberating on problems and carrying 

out work, we will disregard objective conditions, will try to do something that is 

beyond our power, and will proceed with work from the subjective point of view. 

This is why we have suffered frustrations and setbacks. Actually, the "left" 

deviationist ideology is a big obstacle that stands in the way of our revolutionary 

cause and our four modernizations program. 


The history of the “leftist” trash is a Jong story. Ours is a country mainly 
dominated by the emall-scale peasant economy, and a country where the petty- 
bourgeois ideology is deep-rooted, and a considerable number of cadres within our 
party te of bourgeois orgin. Although they have lofty revolutionary ideals, they 
are short of patience in quest for achievements, and therefore, are apt to lose 
their temper. During our struggle to capture the political power, our enemy was 
very powerful and cruel.

/ me comrades have verbally acknowledged the existence of the “leftiet" trash 1. 
hole minds but have done nothing to eliminate it from their mentality. Although 
they acknowledge it in general and abstract terms, they cannot feel it or explain 
it in any concrete terms. Actually, all trades and professions have been affected 
by the “left” deviationist ideology as a guiding thought of the past. For example, 
it has driven industry crazy to have high quotas of production, high speed and high 
levels of fund accumulation, to crave bigness and all-inclusive develepment, and 
thus disrupt the balanced development of the economy. On the agricultural front, 
things "big in seize and of a more developed socialist nature" were overly emphasized 
along with the necessity of eating at "mess halle," and calle for “transition to 
socialiem through the stage of poverty." Those uncooperative were threatened with 
“cutting off their tatile." These are facts, Time has come for the broad masses 
of cadres and people to deepen their understanding and increase their awareness of 
the danger posed by the “leftists,” and to distinguish right from wrong. Meaningless 
arguments and debate will get nowhere. A case in point is that we must study 
conscientiously, take initiative to sum up experiences and lessons, set forth the 
facte, and discuss them rationally; we must discuss concrete matters from the angle 
of politics and principles; and we must discuss concrete matters and principles 
simultaneously. Only he setting hard facts straight and by conducting analysis and 
study can we gradually eliminate the "leftisc" influence, rectify the ideological 
line, learn to master Marxism, and accomplish the four modernizations program. 
Summing up experiences and lessons essentially means a “review of the past." Today, 
in the course of studying and implementing the guidelines of the Central Work 
Conference, this “review” is vital to our efforte to settle accounts with the 
“leftist” ideology and eliminate its pernicious influence. ‘‘ithout this "review", 
it will epell a big difference. The experiences of the PLA Xian political school, 
Shiquan and Zizghou counties and other units recently reported by this newspaper can 
be used as a basis for fully explaining this. Attention must be paid to grasping 
the following points in order to review the past successfully and effectively: 





First, it is necessary to study theory and related documents, especially the docu- 
ments, especially the documents on the Central Work Conference, and to arm ourselves 
with Marxist ideology. In the course of study, we must deeply understand the spirit 
and essence of the principles and policies of the Central Committee, examine the 
results of their implementation, expose the "leftist" influence and danger. More 
important is that we must persist in adopting a correct stand, viewpoint and method 
in the process of surveying and analyzing problems. If we throw away this weapons 
we will find it difficult to raise our political consciousness, and distinguish 
right from wrong, and over a long period, we will even mistake the “leftist trash" 











ior correct soctaliat ideology which we can encorse, We may aleo view correct 
soclaliat ideas as the “rightiet” and erroneous trash to be denounced, 


Second, we must keep close attention to facts which are numerous. For example, we 
must review the history of our party which spane several decades, the roads tra~ 
vereed by us since the founding of new China, and other important facte, We must 
focus attention on facts related to the work and ideology of specific enterprises, 
unite and individuals. The reason is that no problems can be solved by simply 
reviewing the key facts of the remote past while neglecting less important but 
recent facts, Only by keeping serious attention to facts concerning enterprises, 
unite and individuals can we expose the main feature of the “leftist” trend more 
thoroughly, and become aware of ite serious consequences, come up with remedial 
measures and further improve our waye of thinking and methods of work. 


Third, we must persist in taking the attitude of seeking truth from facts, and apply 
the method of criticiem and self<criticiem to achieve the objective of mutua! assis- 
tance and mutual improvement. We must concentrate our attention on solving iaeol- 
ogical and epistemological problems facing the leading bodies and party member- 
cadres and settle accounte with the "leftist" ideology. Only in this way can we 
unify our thinking and actions behind the party's principles and policies, In the 
course of soiving ideological and epistemological problems, we must take a consci- 
entious and friendly attitude toward people, avoid entangling them in settling old 
accounts, and avoid elevating minor mistakes and shortcomings to the level of 
principles, Nor should we let everyone pase the tests merely as a matter of formality 
[it must be noted that both debate and criticism should be used as a method for 
straightening out ideological confusion and for uniting comrades. 


Fourth, we must be well prepared to strengthen and organize leadership. Any “wide- 
ranging talks and discussions" that do not touch the heart of the prbblem are 
unlikely to produce good results. The masses must be mobilized to conduct necessary 
investigation and study, so as to present facts to the public. As a result of this 
effort, solutions may Se found for one or two problems, In addition to doing a good 
job of organizing leadership, leading cadres must take the lead in summing up 
experiences and lessons, and in encouraging and helping the masses to raise their 
ideological level, 


Conscientious efforts to sum up experiences are a necessary step in studying and 
implementing the guidelines of the Central Work Conference, and an effective measure 
to straighten out the ideological confusion, By summing up our experiences and 
lessons, we c.a further emancipate our minds, unify our thinking, go all out to 
strengthen unity and implement the party's principles and policies in a better way, 
and make new contributions to the four modernizations program.

BACKGROUND OF XIZANG'S PEACEFUL LIBERATION NOTED

[Text] Beijing, May 23 (XINHUA)--Today is the 30th anniversary of the signing of 
the agreement on measures for the peaceful liberation of Tibet, a l/-article 
agreement between the then central people's government and the former local 
government of Tibet. 


By the end of 1949, when the People's Republic of China was founded, all parts 
of China's mainland, except Tibet, had been liberated. After January 1950, the 
central people's governrent repeatedly asked the local government of Tibet to 
send negotiators to Beijing for negotiations on the peaceful liberation of Tibet. 


However, because of obstruction by the upper class reactionary elements and 
imperialist forces, the negotiations did not start until the end of April 1951, 
in Beijing. 


Li Weihan was the chief negotiator for the central people's government, assisted 
by negotiators Zhang Jingwu, Zhang Guohua and Sun Zhiyuan. 


Negapoi Ngawan,y Jigre was the chief negotiator for the former Tibetan local 
government, assisted by four other negotiators. 


After 20 days of talks, the agreement on measures for the peaceful Liberation of 
Tibet was signed on the basis of friendship and unity. 


The major elements of the agreement were: 


1. The ouster of imperialist forces from Tibet and return the Tibetan people to 
the big family of the motherland of the People's Republic of China; 


2. Active help from the local government of Tibet for the People's Liberation 
Army to enter Tibet and consolidate national defence; 


3}. Practice of national regional autonomy under the unified leadership of the 
central people's government; 


’ 4. Reform by the Tibet local government. Demands for reform put forward by the 
Tibetan people should be solved through consultation with Tibetan leaders; 











5. Unity within the Tibetan nationality, particularly between the sects of the 
Dalai Lama Daingin Gyaco and Baingen Erdini Qoigyi Gyaincain; 


6. A policy of freedom of religious belief and respect for the Tibetan people's 
religious beliefs and local customs; 


7. Development of agriculture, animal husbandry, industry and commerce as well 
as culture and education, step by step. 


The agreement was signed officially in Beijing on May 23, 1951.

It goes on to cite historical proof that Tibet is an inalienable part of Chinese 
territory. 


The editorial also sums up Tibet's progress in the political, economic and 
cultural fields in the past 30 years: 


--Tibet exercised its right to national regional autonomy under the unified 
leadership of the central people's government and the Tibetan people have 
become masters of their own country. Large numbers of cadres have been selected 
and trained from among local minority peoples and have taken up leading posts in 
party and government organizations at various levels. 


--The abolition of serfdom under the dictatorship of manorial lords enabled the 
people of various nationalities in Tibet to shake off the yoke of brutal enslave- 
ment and oppression and to take, step by step, the bright road of socialism. 


--Total grain output in the past 30 years increased more than three times. More 
than 10 million animals have been added in the stockbreeding and farming-pastoral 


areas. 


“Before liberation there was not a single highway in Tibet. Now it has the 
Sichuan-Tibet, Qinghai-Tibet and Xinjiang-Tibet highways. Tibet's highways open 
to traffic total 15,800 kilometres. 


"On the eve of peaceful liberation, Tibet had only several schools. It now has 
6,586 primary schools, 85 middle schools and four universities with an enrollment 
of more than 260,000 people. The Tibetan population is 60 percent more than it 
was in 1951 and the region's culture has witnessed remarkable progress." 
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The PEOPLE'S DAILY says that in order to build up a united, prosperous and culti- 
vated new Tibet, efforts must be made in "consolidating national unity; further 
perfecting the national regional autonomy through training and promoting more 
Tibetan cadres to posts in the government, the people's inetitutions and the 
party's organizations; developing the region's economy and culture; and imple- 
menting the policy of religious freedom." 


The editorial stresses that “any attempt to split the motherland and to oppose 
the leadership of the party and socialism is againet the fundamental interests of 
the people of all nationalities in Tibet.

LINK BETWEEN DEMOCRACY AND CENTRALISM DISCUSSED

[Text] Our party's organizational principle is democratic centralism. To 
carry out the principle of democratic centralism, we must correctly understand 
and handle the dialectic relationship between democracy and centralism. Chair- 
man Mao pointed out: "Democracy is in terms of centralism; freedom is in 

terms of discipline. They are both the two contradictory sides of an entity. 
They are contradictory, yet united. We must not stress one side and negate 

the other." Without a broad democracy as the foundation, it will be impossible 
to create a correct centralism; without a high degree of centralism as the 
guide, democracy will lose its correct direction. The various party programs 
and constitutions have never permitted individuals to give the orders or the 
discounting of the words of no matter whom. 


It is illegitimate to let the words of individuals count; it is a manifesta- 
tion of the impure party essence. In our party, criticisms of such individuals 
have always been sharp, in such terms as “subjectivists," "one man's say," 
"patriarchal system," “patriarchal style," “despotic style," "tyranny," etc. 
Such individuals appear to be very authoritative, holding power in their hands 
and ordering people around by gestures, but actually they have no prestige and 
never perform their work properly. Though they may be lucky for a time, often 
they do not last long. Then there is another kind of people in our party and 
our revolutionary ranks who completely disregard the words of others. The 
criticisms of such people are also extremely severe, in terms of anarchists and 
extreme egoists. They are the manifestations of the absence of organization 
and discipline, forbidden by the party discipline and scorned by the broad 
masses. Precisely because our party follows democratic centralism, a scienti- 
fic system and organizational principle, which is consciously observed by 
everyone, it has, over a long period of time, naturally formed into a superior 
tradition in the party and a desirable trend in society, assuring the unity of 
the entire party, entire army and all races in the nation. High-spirited and 
vigorous, we have won victories of the revolution and construction one after 
another. This is known to everyone. 








The unhealthy practice of following the words of individuals made some develop- 
ment in our party after liberation and reached ite peak by the time of the 
"Great Cultural Revolution." One man's words were followed in anything and 
everything, to the extent that "one sentence is equivalent to ten thousand." 
Truly it became ludicrous! It was one man's words on top, and it was the same 
in the provinces, prefectures, counties, and all the way to the communes. At 
the beginning of the "Great Cultural Revolution," the Red Guard's words were 
final. Thereafter, it was the words of the teams sent out, or their first or 
second in command. In the whole society, whoever with some power in their 
hands gave the orders. Indeed, power fell into alien hands and popular trust 
wiped the dust. Precisely because individuals isaued the orders, the pendulum 
swung the other way, and no one's words were followed. The party's democratic 
centralism was trampled wantonly underfoot, causing a tremendous calamity to 
its cause and people's thinking. Meanwhile, all kinds of anarchism, extreme 
egoism, unhealthy trends and evil practices, corrupt and indecent deeds, and 
rotten bourgeois things rampaged without restraint and spread unchecked. 


It was correct, after the downfall of the "gang of four," to criticize the 

practice of following one man's words and the words of the first and second in 

command, However, just whose words count? This issue remains unsolved in the 

minds of some comrades, and the long-standing situation of heeding no one's | 
words has fundamentally not changed. Under precisely such a climate, those 
with an ulterior motive, craving nothing short of national chaos, those who 
"beat, smash and loot," and the newborn evil elements naturally itch for action 

and are eager to have a try, wanting to again make the'r own words count while 

disregarding the words of anyone else. Meanwhile, the broad true Communist 

Party members and the people with lofty ideals with a genuine concern for the 

national economy and the people's wellbeing are filled with a pent-up anger, 

burning with impatience and unable to check themselves. 


Then, just whose words count? In words and actions, any party leader and any 
leading member of a collective must strive to conform to the party's principles 
(including its theoretical principles, such as starting from reality in every- 
thing, seeking the truth from the facts, linking theory and practice, etc., its 
lines and policies, its decisions and directives, and its regulations and sys- 
tems). Where there are regulations and laws to be followed, they must act 
according to such regulations and laws. Where there are no regulations or laws 
to be followed while actions are called for, they must hold collective discus- 
sions to form provisions and follow them. In cases where instructions are 
required before action, they must seek instructions first. In cases where 
simultaneous enforcement and recording are required, they must do so accord- 
ingly. For some concrete issues where there are already principles for the 
basis of action, they must take vigorous and prompt action. By so doing, it 
will manifest a high degree of centralism as well as a high degree of democracy. 
While the hands of the men of action will not be tied, nor will the abnormal 
phenomenon of a “disorderly band" emerge. As already proved by practice, the 
more compatible the words and actions of a leading personnel with the party's 
principles, the greater is the development of democracy; the greater the deve- 
lopment of democracy, the more fully is the will of the collective expressed, 








thereby reaching collective decisions ana facilitating centraliem., The accuracy 
of such centralism is easily maintained, willingly accepted by all, thereby 
activating their maximum political fervor and succeeding in all itema of work. 
This is an extremely familiar truth in our party: The party's policies and 
strategies are its life. The party's principles are something which no party 
organization or party member may deviate from in words or actions at any time 
and under any situation. This is an extremely important political criterion 
and a political foundation to rally all the members of « .ch and every collec= 
tive and the broad masses. As long as we have the party's principles as the 
foundation, it is, as a rule, easy to reach unanimity and to form a collective 
leadership. Whenever problems occur in the collective leadership, it is often 
due to problems in grasping the party's principles and deviations from them in 
some people's words and actions. After many detours, it is always a return to 
the party's principles. This has been proved by innumerable practices. There- 
fore, as long as they are compatible with the party's principles, be they the 
words of the first in command, the second or third in command, the party secre- 
taries, the administrative leaders, the members of the collective leadership, 
or the comrades in charge of the various fronts and departments, they should 
all count. How can collective leadership be realized when the words of the 
leaders do not count? When their words do not count, what is the use of the 
leading cadres? When the words compatible with the party's princip_es count, 
it is the true realization of collective leadership, except that it is express- 
ed through the words of a certain individual and performed by his hands. We 
should say that it is our party's old tradition and old custom, and the funda- 
mental talisman to overcome all difficulties. 





If one starts from personal gain or loss, utilizes the power granted by the 
party and the people for private profit, strives to be a “good fellow," "plant- 
ing more flowers and cultivating less thorn," and fails to uphold the correct 
things, or if one builds personal power, bargains with principles, or even 
betrays them, then, no matter how high one's position, how advanced one's se- 
niority and how great one's power, not only one's words cannot count, but one 
should suffer criticisms and even punishment for violation of the party's 
superior tradition and democratic centralism and the party's principles. 


Naturally, it is inevitable for a collective leadership to make mistakes. On 
the one hand, it may be due to liminations in understanding and experience and 
on the other hand, to severance from reality and incomplete and inaccurate com- 
prehension of the situation, leading to violations of the objective laws in 
certain decisions. But as long as the mistake is recognized, criticized and 
rectified, it will return to the party's principles and democratic centralism. 
This is because, aside from the people's interest, our party seeks no other 
interest. Therefore, it is completely feasible for a collective to rectify its 
wrong decisions by collective strength. This is determined by our party's 
essence. 


In the event when the collective makes a wrong decision, while the opinion of 
an individual is correct and the truth is in the hands of a minority, the indi- 
vidual must still carry out the decision of the majority and show no opposition 
in his action. His opinion may be reserved for future reference, reported to 





the higher level, or brought up for further discussion at the next meeting. 
When the collective makes a new decision, it may then be carried out. Where a 
collective is wrong in ite first, second and third decisions, while the truth 
remains in the hands of the minority throughout, then sooner or Later the 
minority will be recognized, understood and accepted by the majority. By that 

me, it will become the majority and the new and correct collective leader- 
ship. This is also determined by the law of dialectic development. 


The core and criterion of democratic centraliem and of labor division with 
individual reaponsibility under the collective leadership are conformity with 
the party's principles. As long as our democratic centralism and collective 
leadership are truly built on the fundamental foundation of the party's lines 
and policies, they will possess an inexhaustible power, win the trust of the 
broad masses, with hundreds responding to a single call, and lead the armies 
forward. The words of any member of the collective leadership, be he the first 
or second in command, must count, but if this principle is violated, then no 
one's words will count. Thus, when a cadre ascertains whethe: his words count 
and when the masses evaluate his words, they will have a common criterion. 
Those who have not learned how may learn; those who are unfamiliar with some- 
thing may gradually familiarize themselves with it. Each and every cadre, 
especially the members of a collective leadership, must adhere to this point. | 
Naturally, as a leader, one must maintain the accuracy of one's ideological 
line, constantly making one's ideology compatible with the party's principles 
and the objective reality. One must also fully develop democracy, humbly heed 
the opinions of the masses, gather their experience and wisdom and turn them 
into the opinions of the collective. One must not indulge in self-admiration, 
finding oneself always right. It is even more important to guard against 
oversimplification and crudity, commandism, subjectivity, one-sidedness and 
superficiality. As a follower, one must firmly believe in the Party Central 
Committee, enthusiastically support the leaders of the various levels acting 
according to the party's principles, and respect and obey them. Views may be 
expressed, criticized, argued or reported to the higher level. In regard to 
the leaders making serious mistakes, one may suggest their removal, but one 
must never start from personal gain or loss or from subjective prejudice, 
insist one one's own correctness and create all kinds of false reasons and 
false logic to resist or oppose the leaders. Without grounds, one must not 
make trouble in a disorderly manner, but nor must one sake trouble even with 
grounds, It is not tolerated by party discipline and state lav. 


In short, we uphold democratic centralism and oppose making the words of indi- 
viduals count, and we also oppose making no one's words count.

[Text] Socialist spiritual civilization differs intrinsically from capitalist and 
feudalist “spiritual civilizations". A socialist society is a society of public 
ownership [of means of production] whereas capitalist, feudalist and slave societies 
are ones with private ownership. Socialism aims at stamping out class exploitation 
and class oppression. In a socialist society, human relationship is, for the first 
time, established on the basis of freedom, equality, mutual help and fraternal love. 
The basic feature of socialist spiritual civilization is collectivism, whereas cap- 
italist “spiritual civilization" is in essence based on individualism. In certain 
capitalist countries, despite the abundance of material wealth, people's spirits are 
barren and social morals are degenerating. The relationships among men are plain 
and cold cash ones. What we see are people trying to cheat and outwit each other 
and to do each other in, indulging themselves in debauchery and licentiousness, 
squandering and wasting in an alarming fashion and throwing money about like dirt. 
Their maxim and article of creed is: “Unless everyone looks out for himself, Heaven 
and Earth will destroy him." 


At present, there are some people in our country, young ones in particular, who are 
very much dissatisfied and disgusted with the sort of sham Marxism and sham socialism 
which Lin Biao and the "gang of four" peddled. They feel hoodwinked and deceived, 
and this feeling is absolutely justified. On the other hand, they also feel dis- 
appointed and disillusioned, thinking that they have "seen through this world and 

its worldliness", and that all "great principles” are nothing but lies worthy of no 
belief. Consequently, it seems better to talk about "material benefits" which is 
somewhat more “practical” and more “intelligent.” This kind of thinking is both short- 
sighted and superficial. They do not realize that if we cast away revolutionary ideals 
and faith and noble morals and values, then what we have would be no different from 
the relationship among men found in capitalist societies.

{Text} Beijing, May 26 (XINHUA)--"Relice," a monthly archeological magazine 
which began publication in January 1950, this month celebrates ite 300th issue, 
with "A Retrospect of the Past," written by the journal's editorial board. 


The magazine began life under the name “Relics Reference Data," was renamed in 
1959 and then was suspended from June 1966 to January 1972. 


The journal's editorial board says the monthly, since its reconstitution, has 
dealt “in a timely way, with important new discoveries in the field, demonstrated 
the multi-national unity of China and promoted seismological and hydrological 
archeology, thus showing how to apply archeological findings to socialist con- 
struction.” Its most important task, though, the board said, is examination of 
China's cultural heritage. 


It provides information for the study of the history of Chinese society, 
philosophical thought, science, technology, fine art and communication between 
China and other countries. 


Some of this month's articles are "Problems on Dividing Regional Cultures in 
Archeology," “Archeological Observations on the Division of reriods in Ancient 
Chinese History" and "Viewing Social Changes Between the Spring and Autumm and 
the Warring States Periods From Unearthed Relics." 


The first article, by Su Bingqi, research professor at the Institute of 
Archeology of the Chinese Academy of Social Sciences who is head of the 
archeology specialty at Beijing University, and Yin Weizhang, assistant research 
professor at the institute, examines the origins, development and continuity of 
China's ancient cultures and the portions of the country in which they grew. 


The second piece, written by Yu Weizhao, associate professor of archeology at 
Beijing University, speculates on the period of China's passage from slavery into 
feudalism between the early third century and late sixth century, asserting the 
Great Wall and the Apang Palace could only have been built under slavery. 


The third, by Lin Ganquan, deputy director of the Institute of History, speculates 
on the same historical passage during the Spring and Autumn (770-476 B.C.) and 
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Warring States Periods (475-221 B.C.) based on excavations of iron tools, 
funerary customs of burying figurines to replace human sacrifices, and inecrip- 
tions on bronzes showing the emergence of private ownership of land. 


Other articles appearing this month are “Exported Chinese Porcelain Collected by 
Sweden," written by Xia Nai, director of the Inetitute of Archeology, and "Basis 
and Development of Studies of Ancient Chinese Architecture," by Chen Mingda, a 
apecialiat in the field. 
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LEADING POET COMMENTS ON PROGRESS OF POETRY

[Text] Beijing, May 24 (XINHUA)--The award-winning poems of 1979-1980 represent 
the current mainstream of China's poetic creation, China's leading poet said here 
today. 


They speak out people's minds, mirror social reality and express poets’ true 
feelings, said Ai Qing, vice chairman of the Chinese Writers’ Association and 
head of the panel selecting the best poems written by young and middle-aged 
poets in 1979 and 1980. 


Ai Qing, who emerged as an influential poet in the 1930s, said that China's major 
contemporary poets "came to the fore during the great national liberation war 
times and always link their destiny with that of the whole nation.” He said many 
of today's young and middle-aged poets have inherited this tradition. 


He also maintained that the achievements in China's poetry creation for the past 
two years owe much to the influence of the revolutionary style developed since 
the May 4th Movement in 191° and the "Tiananmen Poetry Movement" in 1976. 


The latter movement came out of the "Tiananmen Incident", in which thousands of 
people put up poems in Beijing's Tiananmen Square to express their love for the 
late Premier Zhou Enlai and hatred for the “gang of four.” 


The /l-year-old Ai Qing observed that some poets were apparently influenced by 
foreign writings and said: "We do not object to learning from other nations. 
Our contemporary poems have absorbed a great deal from foreign works ever since 


their first appearance." 


"What we are opposed to," he said, “is copying everything exotic and looking for 
inspiration from foreign poems only. Not every foreign poem is good. We can't 
take the rubbish that even their own people have abandoned.” 


Commenting on some young poets’ tendency to express themselves in their works, 

Ai Qing said: "Most romanticist poems «xpress the poets’ personal feelings, and 
there is nothing wrong. The ‘poems’ published during the Cultural Revolution 
excluded self-expression and were permeated with slogans, but they lost the taste 
of poetry as well.” 








le pointed out that there are two kinds of self-expression: one linked with the 
nation’s independence and freedom; the other rejecting everything outside the 
poet's “self”, 


"We can't expand the ‘ego’ to such an extent that the whole world is covered up," 
he said. “The most important thing for a poet to do, I think, is to let others 
understand," 


Ai Qing also noted that some young people tend to deny everything in their poems, 
and said it ie important to help them become “militant and reliable". 


He also said up-and-coming young poets should be "prudent and modest" on their 
way to success. 


"The future belongs to the younger generation,” he said. "The new, the healthy, 
and the bright will surely take the place of the old, the decadent, and the dark."

LITERARY AWARDS FOR NOVELS PRESENTED

{Text} Beijing, May 23 (XINHUA)--Five first prizes and 10 second prizes were 
announced today in the first middle-length novel competition in China, accord ng 
to the Chinese Writers’ Association. 


A panel of 16 leading writers and editors of literary journals chaired by Ba Jin, 
China's best-known living novelist, judged more than 300 works written in the 
last four years. The association asked the LITERARY GAZETTE, the most authorita- 
tive literature review in China, to select the panel and solicit works for the 
competition from local branches of the association and literary journals. 


The top honor was given to "Middle Age," the story of a woman doctor who silently 
endures misfortune and hardship but remains devoted to her work. 


Publication of "Middle Age" by woman writer Chen Rong in 1980 created a stir 
among middle-aged intellectuals. Heroine Lu Wenting has become a metaphor of 
the whole middle-aged generation. 


"Voyage on a River Without Navigation Marks" by Ye Weilin won the second first 

prize. Through the eyes of a country boy on his way to college by river raft, 

the novel describes the disasterous effects of misplaced political policies in 

the countryside by the river, and the people's good-heartedness under difficult 
circumstances. 


“Legend of the Tianyu Mountain” by Lu Yanzhou won the third first prize. A film 
of the same title won a prize for the best feature film in 1980. 


“Bronze Bell Li, the Criminal” by Zhang Yigong won fourth first prize. Set in 
the late 1950s, it is the story of a village party secretary who bore the label 
of a “criminal” for defending the peasants before his rehabilitation. It is 
regarded as one of the best works about country life in the last four years. 


“Butterfly” by Wang Meng won fifth first prize. The novel depicts a veteran 
cadre and survivor of the "Cultural Revolution" who realizes the necessity of 
staying close to the people as he did in revolutionary war times. He recalls 

how he became divorced from the people under the influence of the ultra-leftist 
line. Wang Meng has been a prize winner for his short novels three years running. 











Kong Luoxun from the appraisal panel said the contest of medium-length novels, 
reports and poems by young and middle-aged poets and March's short-novel compe- 
tition were a review of Chinese literary achievements in recent years. He said 
he expected the competition to stimulate wide-ranging comments among readers and 
critics on the accomplishments and defects in China's licerature today.

[Text] The mist has lifted. It seems that the incident of the criticism of Bai 


Hua, which has aroused a lot of hustle and bustle for a month, has now been clari- 
fied. 





Beijing announced yesterday that Bai Hua has won an award in the national awards 
for Vernacular Poems Written by Middle-Aged and Young Writers. Bai Hua's prize- 
winning poem, "Spring Tide in Sight," was published in March 1979. While carrying 
this report, the XINHUA news agency also published a short commentary, "Criticism, 
But no Big Stick,” by its senior editor. The commentary noted that "a writer 
being critized and awarded at the same time in an indication that the party's 
policy of ‘letting a hundred flowers bloom and a hundred schools of thought con- 
tend’ is being implemented. 


It is indeed quite common for the XINHUA news agency to publish long or short 
commentaries. However, this seems to be the first time that a commentary has 
been published in the name of a “senior editor.” Though the commentary is short, 
it is written by someone at a senior level. It is thus obvious that the matter 
has been regarded as of great importance. 


The “senior editor" also noted: "Reaction also came from overseas where some 
people, judging from past experience, feared that the criticism might signal a 
new political campaign.” "In the old days, indeed, there was the absurd situa- 
tion in which when some work of literature and art was in trouble, all the works 
by the same author would be written off and the author himself would disappear 
from literary circles. This, however, was an erroneous practice the third 
plenary session of the CCP Central Committee held at the end of 1978 decided 

to correct." 


The fact that Bai Hua has won an award shows that there will never be such absurdity 
again, and the matter is developing along a healthy trend. 


Of course, there are still some people brandishing their big sticks at other 
people. Nonetheless, they receive little support and can never form a siege, 
still less stir up a political campaign. 
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Deapite the fact that Bai Hua has been criticized for hie "Bitter Love," he has 
never been affected in hie literary writings and daily life. We have actually 
carried frequent reports, and in fact the first reporte, on this point, 


Bai Hua was firet criticized in a contributing commentator's article published 

in the 20 April JIBFPANGJUN BAO. The article jumped to conclusions at the very 
beginning, saying that “Bitter Love" “not only violated the four basic principles, 
but aleo went so far a8 to negate patriotiem.” This label was certainly very 
heavy; and many people have in fact held that it was aimed at brandishing a big 
atick., Sinee it was net an individually-signed article but an article by a 
"JLEPANGJUN BAO contributing commentator,” it seemed that it meant to intimidate 
people by force, Nevertheless, no matter what its subjective intention was, the 
manner in which it was expressed was probably not at all desirable. 


If a big etick has been wielded, we hope you will lay it down! 


If no big etick has been wielded, we hope that people will form this habit: never 
jump up at any literary work which is offensive to the eye just at first sight, 
and never jump up at any criticiem which is a bit harsh. It is best that everyone 
should seek truth from facts. Willfully brandishing a big stick is certainly not 
the way to seek truth from facte. 


We hope that the democratic work style will be displayed with the criticism of 
Bai Hua's “Bitter Love.” We hope to see a hundred flowers bloom and hear a hundred 
schools of thought contend.

At present there are debate 
and discussion over certain films. “Thies is a good thing,” he said. 


The party's policy “let a hundred flowers blossom and a hundred schools of 
thought contend” is firm, Xia Yan said. But some foreign commentators who do 
not understand China well enough tend to be “a bit oversensitive,” he added 
humorously. 


“When there are differences in opinions in literature and art,” he said, “problem 
should be discussed. Our efforts should be to dredge, get down to the problem, 
and not block.” Of course bad works should be criticized, he continued, but if 
you overdo anything it tends to become counter-productive. 


He cited as an example the outlawing of the love theme during the Cultural Revo- 
lution. Now people complain that love is sprinkled over every film like salt and 
pepper. People have different tastes, but anyone would get tired of “Peking 
duck” if it was offered at every geal, he said. Kia Yan felt that these prob- 
lems, like overdoing a theme or a technique would gradually be ironed out and 
the likes and dislikes of the people would be the deciding factor. 


"In China, something stands only if it is liked by the 800 million peasants and 
usually this means it has to conform to China's present realities and national 
traditions,” he said. 


Kia Yan said he was happy to see so many up and coming young people in the fils 
field. Of the 82 new films made last year, one half were written, directed or 
played in by young people, including the current first-prize-winner “Evening 
Rain”, for which Kia Yan had cast his vote.

TUNGHSTANG COMMENTS ON ‘BAI HUA INCIDENT'

[Text] "Is it possible that another antirightist movement will start?" 


Every intellectual I met in Beijing, whether in press or literary and art circles, 
who concerned himself with state affairs, could not help worrying about this 
question. Some of them plainly spoke out, but others did not. Though they kept 
silent one could still see their worries reflected in melancholy eyes. 


How Can One Be Tortured Repeatedly 


This is not strange. For nearly half a year, there has been a trend toward 
"drawing back." Not long after the release of "Document No 7," which concerned 
ideological work, Document No 9 was issued with a more severe tone. Fortunately 
they were followed by Document No 12 reaffirming that in literary work the orienta- 
tion set by the Fourth National Congress of Writers should be adhered to this 
relaxed made the tense atmosphere a bit. Unexpectedly however, before one could 
take a breather, the explosive "Bai Hua incident" happened. We must understand 
that after being savaged in the antirightist movement and the Cultural Revolution, 
the Chinese intellectuals are just like badly frightened birds, and they have not 
yet recovered from the fright. How could they suffer time and again from repeated 
struggles? 


it is said that in this "Bai Hua incident," there will only be some “criticism 
according to facts" without repudiatior or anything to do with personnel transfers. 
In the Wuhan military region, Bai Hua is still treated as a divisional officer. 
Although this is what people say, the actual result will be something else. 


First, we can see that this criticism of Bai Hua by name was carried out by 
|1EFANGJUN BAO through a contributing commentator's article. The mere appearance 
of such a long article of 8,000 Chinese characters in a central newspaper would 

be enough to make px “rightened, not to mention the arbitrary tone and its 
stern attitude which ec ..icized the writer for showing “hatred for our party and 
our socialist motherland” and for "not only running counter to the four basic 
principles, but also actually negating patriotism." Has this anything to do with 
conducting criticisms, discussion or argument in the manner of a [words indistinct] 














A friend has put it metaphorically: After atriking you eo hard on the head that 
you are disoriented, your officer then pats you on the shoulder and saya in a 
gentle tone: “Are you hurt? I meant to criticize you according to facta;" is 
this not ridteulous? 


New Criticiam But Old Tricks 


Second, the method used in this criticiem is to decide the vaiure of the problem 
and plan secretly beforehand, then after the order is given, begin combat at 
once, It is quite natural that in reading this article carried in the army paper 
one could easily associate it with Yao Wenyuan's article "Commenting on the New 
Historical Play ‘Hai Rui Dismissed From Office'" and the criticiem against 
Antonioni's "China." Literary problems are not discussed or argued within 
literary and art circles but are decided by big shots. This old trick has been 
proved to be wrong since the antirightist movement and the "Cultural Revolution,” 
anu to run counter to the literary law and the "doublehundred" principle. Unfor- 
tunately, JIEFANGJUN BAO has continued such a trick and regarded it as a “correct 
measure,’ without getting tired of it. This has inevitably caused people to ponder 
deeply. 


Quite a few friends insist that the many labels the JIEFANGJUN BAO contributing 
commentator stuck on Bai Hua need further explanation, such as, "running counter 
to the four basic principles," "negating patriotism,” showing “hatred for our 
party and the socialist motherland,” “equating our party with the ‘gang of four,'" 
“slandering the leadership of the party and the state power of the people's demo- 
cratic dictatorship,” and so on and so forth. 


Bai Hua Should Be Allowed to Explain 


"Bai Hua should be allowed to explain publicly." This is the heartfelt wish of 
many intellectuals. No one knows how Bai Hua is today: Has he admitted his 
faults or has he no chance at all to write articles to explain? Or does he have 
the chance, but is not bold enough to defend himself? 


Many people are guessing, but most of them believe that Bai Hua has no chance to 
explain himself publicly. This has been the convention in the political life of 
the CCP, just as we can see from Wu Han and Deng Tuo in those years. Moreover, 
the JIEFANGJUN BAO commentator has already clearly demanded that "the writer of 
‘Bitter Love' draw lessons from this error and correct his erroneous thinking." 
Since it has been defined as “error,” and “lessons” should be "drawn" from it, 
and “thinking” be “corrected,” then what is the use of explaining? 


But still some “kind-hearted people" believe that the higher authorities may 
possibly have allowed Bai Hua to explain, but that he would not, or Bai Hua has 
written some articles to defend himself, but no official newspaper or magazines 
are bold enough to carry them, fearing that they would also be criticized for 
voicing grievances on behalf of the "big poisonous weed." 


To put it more fairly, however, Beijing should allow Bai Hua to make a public 
explanation. Whether a piece of literary creation is good or not cannot be judged 
by a small minority of persons but only by the majority. It is true that with 








different points of view, the evaluation of a work will also differ from peraon to 
person, but even when the viewpoints are the same, people with different knowledge 
and soetal experience will aise find differences in their views on the same piece. 
For instance, during several scenes of "Bitter Love," such as a satire on modern 
uvupersticion, one can see smiles on many people's faces showing satisfaction and 
understanding. But those who participated in "aiding the left" during the Cultural 
Revolution and who are atill ineieting on the “whatevers" today will probably feel 
quite uncomfortable. 


Myatery of the Incident 


What ia the background of this "Bai Hua incident?" This is still a puzzle now. 

it is said that as early as the end of last year, some army generals had already 
showed discontent with "Bitter Love." At the all-army political work conference 
held in January this year, some political cadres formally announced that this film 
was an “antiparty poisonous weed," and requested that Bai Hua be relabeled 
"rightiat’ and expelled from the party and the army. However, this did not gain 
the approval of the Party Central Committee, 


Hu Yaobang and Deng Yingchao then spoke. In view of the tense situation in the 
literary and art circles at that time, they said that the atmosphere should not 
be mide so tense. "Bitter Love" would be all right when revised. This was per- 
haps the period when the No 12 document was out and the tense situation in the 
literary and art circles became a little bit relaxed. Unexpectedly however, it 
was precisely these circumstances that "Bai Hua incident" suddenly happened. 


"What on earth does this mean?" Many friends in the literary and art circles 
became completely confused. Some politically sensitive friends have connected it 
with a new trend of the CCP Political Bureau, that is, the large-scale criticism 
of the leftist line within the army. "I am afraid the mystery lies here," said 
my friend. 


Connections With the Antileftist Movement in the Army 


Since March this year, there has been a movement within the Chinese army to wipe 
out completely the influence of leftist deviations. This is also revealed in some 
articles published in mainland China. During the past 20 years and more, being 
the pillar of the dictatorship of the proletariat, the Chinese army, which had 
long been trained and guided by “leftist” deviation thinking, not only played a 
leading role in practicing the leftist line, principles and policies but also 

took the lead in propagating and spreading them. Most army officers were deeply 
stamped with leftist thinking, which became a stubborn force of habit. This anti- 
leftist struggle in the army will prove to be of far-reaching significance both 
for the modernizavion of national defense and the democratization of the state 
system. However, one must also see that due to the deep influence of the leftist 
thinking within the army, resistance will be inevitable. 


In view of this, the policymakers in Beijing are very careful in guiding this 
movement, giving consideration to every aspect. For instance, while mainly criti- 
cizing leftist thinking, they also pay great attention to fighting back rightist 
deviations that have already appeared or may appear. No wonder my friend said, 
"It is quite possible that the ‘Bai Hua incident’ has happened given this state 

of mind!" 











So the stery goes: When the antileftist movement was going on within the army, 
the central military commission and the general political department submitted a 
report to the Party Central Committee about the new ideological tendency in the 
army, in which "Bitter Love" was mentioned, Deng Xiaoping said something after 
reading the report, including "it can be criticized!"=<hence the contributing 
commentator's article in JTEPANGJUN BAO, 


Whether this story is true or not, it is going too far to criticize Bai Hua 
publicly by name in "JTEPANGJUN BAO and call him a representative of the "“errone sur 
trend of anarchiam, extreme individualism, and bourgeois liberalization and in 
negating the four basic principles." Perhaps it would be more acceptable by the 
people and more effective if a signed article was carried not on the front page 

but in some other columns like the literary and art column, criticizing "Bitter 
Love” in an academic way. On the contrary, the present high pressure of arbitrari- 
ness in raising things without limit to the higher plane of principle and sticking 
labels at will will undoubtedly lead to the opposite effect. 


Taking the Branch for the Root 


Just as some observant people have said: “It is not at all necessary for an army 
paper to exert so much force in dealing with such a emall scenario. Even if there 
are mistakes in ‘Bitter Love,’ making a scene like that is unnecessary. After all, 
what actually exists seriously within the army today, leftist or rightist errors? 
Which of them is the main one to be criticized? When criticizing the left, we 
have not seen the army paper giving wide publicity to it or carrying any important 
and systematic criticism articles, but in criticizing the right, (7?) it is making 
great efforts. Is this not taking the branch for the root?" 


Our Hope 


As the army paper has set a very bad precedent, we can see from mainland publica- 
tions that the batchet men in the literary and art circles who were defeated in 
the earlier argument about “praising virtue" and “lacking virtue" are going to 
start something again. Not only Bai Hua, but also Wang Rowang, Wang Meng, Sha 
Yexin and other writers who are more open-minded in literary creation and literary 
criticiem have had their names added on the list for criticism. How could people 
remain unworried? 


However, it is said that some leading cadres in Chinese literary and art circles, 
such as Zhou Yang and Xia Yan, have some reservations on this "Bai Hua incident." 
Besides, RENMIN RIBAO, the voice of the Party Central Committee, has not yet 
reprinted the special commentator's article of JIEFANGJUN BAO even now. This has 
more or less left the people some hope.

BAI HUA'S BROTHER DISCUSSES FILM ‘BITTER LOVE'

[Text] Ye Nan, winner of the "Best Script Award” at the Chinese Golden Rooster 
Film Awards delightedly told this correspondent that the poem "Spring Tide is in 
Sight" written by his brother Bai Hua has won the national award for the best new 
poem. 


Ye Nan and Bai Hua, this pair of twin brothers, are both very talented writers. 
They have written many outstanding Literary works and screen plays. However, last 
year the film "Rainy Night in Bashan" written by Ye Nan was nominated for the 
"Best Story" at the Golden Rooster Awards whereas the film"Bitter Love" written 

by Bai Hua was severely criticized by "JIEFANGJUN BAO." Ye Nan expressed his 
personal view on this matter to this correspondent. 


Ye Nan said: TI have seen "Bitter Love" written and directed by Bai Hua and Peng 
Ning when the work was at its final stage. Out of concern and for research, I 
have seen this film four times. At the theoretical creative work meeting held 
by the Union of Chinese Cinema Workers, Film Critics and Cinema Workers carried 
out a normal discussion of this film, affirmed its good points and also pointed 
out its shortcomings. 


Ye Nan held: In construction and in the method of narration, this film is differ- 
ent from other films in general. It is more lyrical and also more infused with 
the subjective ideas of the writer and the director. Due to the artistic style 

of the writer and the director, this film is not reserved enough but shows much 

of the personalities of the writer and the director. He said: "I personally do 
not quite like the form of expression of this kind of work. However, I neither 
disapprove nor oppose his achievement." 


Ye Nan pointed out that the method of narration of this film is sketchy and an 
audience watching the film must use their imagination more to fill in what is 
missing. Hcwever, because of the subjective difference in every viewer, differ- 
ent results will be produced. Therefore, after the preview of this film, two 
arbitrarily different views appeared. Some people acclaimed it as an "outstanding" 
film and some people criticized it as a “very bad" film. 
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Ye Nan said: “I personally think this film has shortcomings and mistakes, but 
it is not unamendable. The development of normal criticiem is good not only for 
‘Bitter Love’ but also for other works as well. Although I have won a prize, 
there are also many shortcomings in my work." 


However, Ye Nan hoped that our literary criticiem of present will not repeat the 
mistakes of literary criticiem of the past: confusing artistic mistakes with 
political problems, exaggerating partial mistakes into overall and basic mistakes 
and confusing things. He held that this did not contribute to furthering the 
cause of literature, and the lack of responsibility toward the writers and people 
also had a bad effect on society. He also held: Writers are related to their 
works. But a single piece of work cannot be used as the principal basis for 
passing judgment on a writer. He expressed regret that a handful of people are 
still doing this at present. 


Ye Nan also expressed his view on Bai Rua. He said: “I basically understand Bai 
Hua. He has shortcomings and even has made serious mistakes, because he is only 
human. He has grown up in China and lived among the people and has been nurtured 
by the people. In his youth, faced with the reality of misery and backwardness 
in China, he did not resign himself to an ignoble existence. He fought for the 
birth of New China and spent his youth in the liberation war. He has never 
wavered in his love for the motherland and is always trying to do something 
useful for the motherland and the people. The enormous amount of poems, novels 
and plays he has written since the founding of New China testify to his personal 
character. He may have written works that are bad because of this inability to 
accurately reflect reality, however, that was never international. 


Ye Nan said: Although Bai Hua's "Bitter Love” has been criticized, he is still 
well looked after by the army unit he is attached to. His work has not been 
affected and he will soon be publishing another new work.
